Mayor Grant remarked that the 
chango of chairman of thu street coiu- 
iiiittee wiia made, aa that uioiiihcr of tho 

ard had for two years been from .loliii- 
Boii stroot ward, and reaideiita of other 
parts of the city were becoming disiiatis- 
iied. Itwaa (or tho board tu say whether 
r not they agreed with him in the selec- 
tion he had made. 

Aid. Coughlan said that ho had alreadj' 
boon chairnian of the printiug eomniittoo 
for two years, and would like a change. 
In regard to tho chairnian of tho street 
committee, ho thought Aid. Styles had 
given very much of his time to the work 
of the committee over which he presided 
during 1888 ; more time in fact than the 
paid oQioiidH. If tho jiaid ofhciala had 
been as faithful ua Aid. Styles, he thought 
tho city would liavo hoeii lieltur off t<i- 
lay. Ho believed in tlie ap](oitifiiient of 
tho moat ciiiiiiiuteiit and e.\periuiiced men 
for comtuitteo work, and with all duo re- 
spect to Aid. Vigelius, he thought that 
Aid, Styloa was far butter qualified to act 
■IS lio.'id of tho street committoe than be 
(Aid. Vigeliua). 

Aid. Vigelius tlioiiglit lie was quite c.ip- 
ablo of ])erforiiiing the work of chairnian 
of the street eomniittoe. He had filled 
tlmt position before, and, besides, nil tho 
street work was porforniod by men under 
tho direction of paid olticialfi, who in turn 
received their instructions fnuii the coun- 
cil and not the committee. Hu waa glad, 
while willing to assume tho reaponsibility 
of chairman of the Btioeta comiiiiLteo, that 
Aid. Stylos was aaaociatod with liiiii ;md 
could give him tiio beiielit of liia oxpori- 
once. 

Aid. Styles reiniirkod that there had 
been no cliango in the tire wardens for 
three years. He did not think a better 
man to not as clinirmnn of the police oom- 
inittoo could be found than Aid. Wilson. 
.Aid. Vigulius did not want the position of 
chairman (jf tho streets committee, and he 
(Aid. Stylos) did not aoe why he should 
bu appointed. 

Mayor Grant explained that ho had not 
one fault to find with Aid. Styles as chair- 
man of the committee, but had suggested 
tho change only to oiiHiiro a hotter distri- 
bution of the honor among the wards.

JIOSTILE OR NOT ? 

The Hon. Mr. Mowat. at the Toronto 
Board of Trade banquet spoke of the Uni- 
ted Stiitos as a "hoslili " nation relatively 
to Great Britain anil iier dependencies. 
Mr, Enistus Winiaii in a speech which ho 
made a few days ugo at the Lincoln Club, 
protoated against the iicoplo of the United 
States being conaidored hostile to Canada 
Ho said that they wore not lio.itilo but the 
reverse. The iiiillion or so of Canadians 
who have made the United States their 
home have no reason tu look upon the 
American people as unfriendly to Canada 
Warming with his subject he went on to 
say : "Tlioy will toalify to the unstinted 
Welcome they liavo received at the' hands 
of Anioriciiii.s, the abundant o[)portuiutios 
atforded tliom for tlio fiursuit of fortune, 
happiness and homes, uud will most truth- 
fully be;u' witness t hat au far as the pro- 
nounced suntinieiit is coiicoriiod tliuro ia 
always the heartiest and kilidlioHt feeling 
towards the Dominion and its people." 
Mr. Wimaa admits that in times of great 
political ezcitomoDt an anti-BritisK fool- 
ing is displayed in the United ^tatea and 
that politicians feel themselves under the 
nocoasity of regulating their words and 
acts so JIB to appear in accord with that 
feeling, but ho says they deplore the 
neces.iity that is laid upon them 
and rof^ret that the proa.iuro brought 
to boar upon tliuin ia, for tbu momont, 
too groat for them to resist. Mo re- 
nainds , his hearors, however, that 

^ the feelhig is not American, but that it is 
cherished by people who have come from 

•'the British Empire, or their ' immediate 
descendants. There ia too much truth ni 
this, but Canadians cannot help suoing 
tliat the respect and iidniiratinu which 
very many inti lligent Aniericiina fool for 
GJreat Urilain, and for those ooinieolcd 
with her, arc nut .stroiif.; enough to enable 
them to risk thu loa.'i of a few votes rather 
than simulate a hatred and a hoaUlity 
which tliey do not feel. When Mr. 
Mowat and other (Janailiuns see Amori- 
o«n citizens speaking in the moat dis- 
respectful and unfriendly way about tlie 
Britisli nation, and acting as if they 
vviahed for nothing more than to pick » 



deadly quarrel with her thoy may well 
be excused if they give^^their. , neighbors 
credit for. sincerity, and believe chat 
they feel the hostility which they display 
and ezpreaa. 

We are very much inclined to believe 
that Mr. Wiman is to a very great extent 
right, and that fchera are many of the 
very best Americana who regard both 
GreatBritain andCauada withfriendlyfoel- 
ings. They have, indeed,no; reason to,f eel 
otherwise. There has been time enough 
during nearly one hundred years of al- 
most uninterrupted friendly and mutually 
profitable intercourse to soften the hard 
feelings engendered by the war of the 
Revolution. The pilgrimage which the 
Prince of Wales made to the tmnb of 
Washington was sulficiont to eonvincu 
AnioricKU citizens that no feelings of ro- 
Bontniont are entertained against llie Re- 
public by any qliiM.of the British people, 
and Canadians as a community have given 
the Americana ii6-caUB6 tu/. treat them in 
any butthe'm6st'friehaiy manner. There 
is no reason why Americans and Cana- 
dians should not live aide by side in the 
most neighborly way. Neither has any- 
thing to gain by quarrelling with the 
other. United States cilizons know this 
uud so do Caiiadiiiiia. And it ia this con- 
viction which kei!]n both jieojjles calm 
and cool when the anti-ltritiaii orators, 
and the tail-twistera who pander to them, 
breathe threatenjugs and slaughter ngainat 
Great Britain: and- the loyal subjects of 
Queen Viofcoria wherever they may re- 
side. ° Still we think it would be much 
better if American public men, whether 
they are candidatea for the Presidency or 
ward politicians, were not subject to j)0- 
riodical attacks of Anglophobia. 

THE EAST AFRICAN TROUnLE. 

The failure of the Gorinana to establish 
their trading company in Eastern Africa 
has been followed by the moat disastrous 
reaulti. Their insolent and oppressive 
treatment of the natives has caused all 
white men to be hated and suspected and 
the prej udico against the whites has spread 
far and fast. The Arabs, who dread the 
Intluenceof both English and Gornians, 
have succeeded in filling the niinda of the 
chief-i of the negro tribes with distrust 
even of the missionaries »vhora they had 
begun to look upon as their friends, 'i'hu 
indications now are that every Christian 
missionary will bo driven out of Eaatern 
Africa and that thoy will not for some 
time regain the ground they have lost. An 
alliance between the British and the (ier- 
raans for colonizing purposes is a very bad 
one for the British and it does not ap- 
pear as if it would do much for the Ger- 
mans. The British know how to deid 
with native racos and the Germans do 
not. The consequence has apparently 
been that while tho Gerniaiia liavo derived 
no good from thoir association with tho 
Britiali, the British have sull'ored very 
much from having tho (ieriiians for such 
near neighbors. Tho (loniiiuis have in- 
curred tho enmity of tho Arabs and ne- 
groes and men who have had no connec- 
tion whatever with the German outrages, 
but who on the contrary greatly disap- 
proved of them, have been made to feel 
the effect of this enmity. The cause of 
Christianity and civilization aj)peara to 
have boon put back twenty years at letist 
by the unjustitiable cnnrbrnt of Oorman 
otticers and German settlers in Eaatern 
Africa, 



UNOLB SAM'S BACK UP. 

'J'he Sainoan difiiculty begins to look 
serious. The days arc past when a power- 
ful nation can do exactly as it pleases witli 
tho barbarous or aomi-barharous countries 
with which it has dealings. There are 
now other powerful countries on the 
watch, and if their intereats are inter- 
fered with by the encroaching and ambit- 
ious nation, it is warned not to go too far. 
This is tho caao with Samoa. Great 
Britain, the United States and (iermaiiy, 
guaranteed to the .Sainoan'a the preserva 
tion of thoir independmico. But tier 
many has become ambitious of late ti 
become a colonizing nation. It wants to 
get new markets for ita products, and in 
other ways to enlarge tho sphere of the 
activities of the German nation. Its 
manner of dealing with half civilized j)eo 
pies is rough and over-bearing, and its 
colonizing' expeiriinents on that account 
are not by any means successful. Tho 
CJeruians evidently desired to increase 
their influence in Samoa, and wont about 
the work in audi a way aa to create a 
disturbance in tho country, and to excite 
the indignation and the jealousy of tho 
United States, and in a lessor degree, 
of (Jreat Brit;iiii. 'I'hey brought about a 
civil iTar among the islanders and in aid- 
ing tho side they favored, got rathe 
roughly handled. In tiieir attempt t 
overawe the hostile Samoan party, they 
bombarded native towns and deatroyed a 
good deal of property, that of some Amer- 
ican citizens with tho rest. The injured 
.\mericana of course complained to their 
consul and tho consul telegraphed to 
Washington. Tho accounts transmitted 
showed tho (JorniHiis to be altogellii;r in 
tho wrong. Of course they wore one- 
sided and may not have done justice to 
tho Germans, The result w.ia that thu 
I're.sident sent a tnessage to ■ Congress ou 
thu subject uf the Sii'mdan diflSculty and 
the whole of ihie ' United States Pncilic 
ar)uadr6ri has been ordered to Samoa. 
Admiral Kimberly is on his way there in 
the Trenton, the Nipsio ia there already, 
tho Dolphin baa orders to call at those 
islands, the Vandalia left Mare Island 
last woek for tho sanin destination, and 
the Htoreship Moiioiigahola has been sent 
there with supplies for tho licet. The 
United States Government evidently 
means business. When theso warahips 
all .arrive . at the Samoan .Islands the 
Americana will greatly outnumber tho 
{Jermans,'ttnd if Admiral KimbeW^ sees 
lit to use force or Wthredton ' to'flse ifcj he 
will bo able to do just aa ho ploasoa. In 
tho iiioantinio connnunications have 
[jasfled between tho UnitedStatos Secretary 
of Statu and tho (iennaii Minister, Count 
Arno. Tho Count atates that tho inter- 
ference of tho Gorman forces wna nocea- 
8.%ry for tho preaorvation of tho jirn- 
perty of the Emperor's subjects, and that 
Qermany will respect the treaty rights of 
tho United Statoa and all other powers in 



Samptt. Ho says. further that the force 
which attacked tho Germans was led by 

nn Arumiosr. citiaen named Kleiji. Swro- 
tarj ■ ' ^ aol aBserts tlmt he knows nothing 
about this Ivlein, and that iio ia corl-Aiii 
that ho was never oiuiv-' . I tho 
United States Govornmont in any capa- 
city. Ho also intimates the determina- 
tion of the United States to preserve to 
Siinioa ita autonomy <\a it has promised. 
It is not likely that there will be any 
further trouble in Samoa. The firm atti- 
tude taken by the United States Govern- 
ment will convince the Germans that it is 
in earnest, and that thoy will not be per- 
mitted on tho pretext of protecting the 
property of Gorman aottlors to take pos- 
aeasion of tho Samoan lalaiida. Those 
islands ai'o not worth going to war about, 
and it ia not tho policy of Bismarck to 
make an enemy of the United States, 
riiu Germans will, in all probability, cease 
interfering in the ailfaiira'of the Samoaiis, 
and the oSioor who was so unlucky aa not 
to succeed in depriving the Samoana of 
their iiidopondence will very likely bo re- 
buked, nut for hia want of principle, but 
for his cluinsinoaa. 



EDITOlilAL COMMENTS. 

JiTDOB Borrott, of the New York Su- 
preme Court, has given a very important 
ileci.sion in the Sugar Trust caao. The 
action was brought by tho Statu against 
the North River Sugar Relining Co'inpany 
to forfeit its charter, on tho ground that 
it virtually pa.saed out of e.'ciatenco by 
aelling out all its stock to the Sugar Trust 
and closing up ita worka. By thia duui- 
sion it appears that a chartered conip.kuy 
cannot give up the control of its business 
to auy combinaticm of companies. The 
company cannot transfer the powero and 
privileges extended to it by the State. It 
cannot !R't by deputy. It must act itself 
or not at all. With respect to tho North 
River Coni[)aiiy tho judge said: 

"Thia combination having asked and 
accepted the favor of thu law, it cainiot 
ooiiipiain that it is taken to task for gro.RS- 
ly ' ll'eiiditig its letter and spirit. For- 
tunately tiie law is able to protucl. itself 
against the abuse of the ]irivileges which 
it grants, and while further legislation, 
both prevuntativu and disciplinary, is de- 
sirable, yet there is existing plain law and 
plain sense enough to deal with corpiirato 
abuses like the present, which, if allnwed 
to thrive .md bociimo gonoral, must in- 
evitably lead to the oppression of the 
people, and ultimately to tho subversion 
of thoir political rights." 

According to this Trusts which are com- 
posed of cor|)i)ruto bodies have no co- 
hesion. The Ijiidies that compose them 
have not thu power to coiiibine, and are 
on that ground illegal. Judge Barrett's 
decision will bo apjiealed fi-uin, and tho 
case may yet b* brought before the 
Supreme Court of the United States.
